DEEDS IN CITY 


Last Month’s Transfers Less Than 
March 1929; Farm Deeds 
Normal To Heavy, 
Total volume of business handled 
by the county register of deeds in 
March ran slightly behind that of 
the same month in previous years, 
with a substantial drop in dealings 
in city deeds but a normal to heavy 
flow of transfers of farm property. 
More than a million dollars worth 
of deeds were recorded in March 
despite a decrease in the value of 
property transferred as compared 
with the two preceding years in the 
same month. The 325 deeds hand]rd 
last month involved a consideration 
of $1,005,091, 
In 1929. there were 
■ 363 deeds filed with a consideration 
Of $1,184,255 and in 1928, 397 deeds 
for a consideration of $1,602,848 
Total Instruments filed in March 
also lagged somewhat behind that 
of the past two years, the register 
of deeds receiving 1.052 this year 
in March as against 1,304 in March 
i928 and 1,141 in March 1929 
Eighty-six farm mortgages were 
recorded in the register's office in 
March with a consideration of $451,- 
630 
Releases of f .rm mortgages ex­ 
ceeded this substantially, there be­ 
ing 102 releases involving considera­ 
tion of $566,620. 
Town and city releases also ran 
far ahead of mortgages. There were 
122 mortgages with a consideration .
